Kean  University  Cougars 


As  the  bleachers  filled  with  the 
most  enthusiastic  crowd  Rowan 
has  seen  in  years,  the  Prof's  foot- 
ball team  prepared  to  play  a 
most  memorable  game.  This 
year's  annual  Homecoming 
game  was  played  against  the  Ke- 
an University  Cougars  on  Oc- 
tober 27th.  The  Profs  went  into 
half-time  with  a  36-0  lead  and 
ended  three  quarters  of  play  with 
a  total  of  56  unanswered  points. 
Quarterback  Tony  Racioppi  led 
the  way,  completing  17  of  23 
pass  attempts  for  278  yards  and 
four  touchdowns.  Al  Beverly 
was  the  leading  receiver  with  six 
receptions  for  95  yards  and  two 
touchdowns.  Many  other  offen- 
sive players  contributed  to  this 
great  triumph.  Rowan's  defense 


dominated  the  game  holding 
Kean  to  only  one  touchdown. 
The  Cougars'  only  touchdown 
occurred  in  the  fourth  quarter  on 
a  7-yard  touchdown  pass.  The 
Profs  rush  defense  held  the  Cou- 
gars to  just  85  yards  passing  and 
-I6  yards  rushing.  The  excited 
crowd  cheered  when  the  Profs 
advanced  and  showed  that  they 
were  the  best  Homecoming  foot- 
ball crowd.  Students,  family 
members,  alumni,  administra- 
tion, and  all  that  attended  enjoy- 
ed Rowan's  56-6  blowout.  This 
win  moved  Rowan  back  into 
second  place  in  the  conference 
with  a  3-1  N.J.  Athletic  Confer- 
ence record  and  a  6-1  overall 
record.  GO  PROFS!
